Minnesota & International Will Not 


Have to Pay Gross Earnings Tax 


on Cost of Commercial Spurs 


St. Paul, Minn , Jan. 16. 
The su­ 
preme court today reversed itself when 
it modified its former order in the case 
brought against the Minnesota <fe Inter­ 
national railway by the state, to col­ 
lect gross earnings taxes. 
In a per curiam decision, 
it holds 
that the gross receipts from labor ai d 
work train service and m aterial fur­ 
nished in maintaining, laying, surfac­ 
ing, extending and taking up spur 
tracks was not properly included under 
the term “ gross earnings.” 
“ There was no intention to make 
any profit out of such transactions, and 
this class of service is distinguishable 
from the rental of equipment or work 
tiains,” says the court.
